2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a sheet material comprising a corrugated and planar layer 
layered there over including a electroconductive fiber being 0.08-3 wt %, thickness of 
the paperboard structure of 1 -5mm, take up ratio in the range of 1-2-2 times and interval 
between adjacent tops of the corrugated medium in the range of 1-1 5mm in 
combination with all the other limitations in claim 1 . The examiner is relying on the 
applicant's arguments filed August 3, 2009.
